A ll commercia! vehicles operating 
on the highways of New Jersey are 
required by a law effective January I, 


1933, to be equipped with devices, il­ 
luminated ut night, showing the inten­ 
tion of the driver to stop or make 
right or left turns. 
Eklwaid B. 
Watson, manager of 
the Bucku County Division of Keystone 
Automobile Club, is advised by the 
club’s legal department, that this act 
affects Pennsylvania com m ercial ve­ 
hicles.

State, with the exc eption of those spe- 
) d u c a lly 
exempted

We are in­ 
formed, however, that since the Leg is­ 
lature failed to provide for exam ina­ 
tion of vehicles to determine whether 
or not such signals w'ere necessary.

In answer to a communication from 
the club respecting the enforcement 
of the act, Jam es J. Shanley, chief in­ 
spector. wrote: 
“ This department did not sponsor

and fani-; enforce it, I believe you will 
find that 
we w ill do this in a rational manner.” 
A fine not exceeding $5U is provided 
for violating the act, and no commer­ 
cial vehicle w ill be permitted to regis­ 
ter in New Jersey after Jan u a ry I un­ 
less it is equipped witji the device. At 
present there are some fifteen devices 
which are approved by the State. 
“ W hile it is generally agreed,” said

A wet, winter dusk tangled itself 
among the oak woods west of Nave- 
stock town, making the blacks and 
greys of the landscape seem colder 
and m o r e sad.
